In the clubs he was 
known as “Night Ryder of Broad- 
way” because of his lavish expen- 
ditures. .

First Session in 1804. 

Old reports show that the Court 
of Common Pleas held its first 
session in Beptember, 1804, “at the 
house of W. Emulian Forester in 
the town of St. Louis, Louisiana 
territory.’’ Auguste Chouteau sat as 
Judge with Jacques Clamorgan, 
John Mullanphy, W. DeLanney and 
James Mackey as associates. Their 
first case was a suit for $942.80 by 
Charles Gratiot against Andrew 
Park and William Morehead. 

Whether the old Courthouse will 
be fully occupied by other city 
offices has not been determined.

WASHINGTON, June 20.—The 


colorful career of the Senate Lobby 
Investigating Committee was 
brought to a formal close yester- 
day, when Chairman Caraway made 


a report to the Senate in which he 
alluded caustically to Bishop 
James Cannon Jr.’s refusal] to teil 
what he did with $48.300 of anti- 
Smith campaign funds in 1928, al- 
though upholding the Bishop’s legal 
right to refuse. 


“He stands in an unenviable po- 
sition,” declared Caraway, “and he 
can answer for himself. I will not.” 

The committee which had ram- 
bled until the Bishop cut it down, 
was aiternately criticised and de- 
fended by its chairman. He ad- 
mitted it had dealt harshly with 
some witnesses, in an effort to get 
the truth out of them, and con- 
fessed that he had been the worst 
offender in that respect. He added 
that he probably would do the 
same thing again if the occasion 
arose. 

But more than anyone else, he 
criticised the critics of the com- 
mittee, and especially those who 
had accused it of “backing down” 
in the case of the Bishop. He de- 
clared that anyone who intimated 
that he had changed his own posi- 
tion of the issue of whether the 
Bishop should be required to testi- 
fy, was “a common liar,” and that 
he stood ready to waive his sena- 
torial immunity In making that ac- 
cusation,

Scientific Value of Byrd Expedition 


Mapping of 160,000 square miles of Antarctica, world’s largest unknown area, is 
more than all previous explorers have done; studies of weather valuable to 
torecasters; mountains shed light on history of earth; radio research useful to 
commercial broadcasting; problems of flying in region's intense cold investigated. 


HE scientific vaiue of the Byrd expe- 
T @ition to the Antarctic may be summar- 
ized under the following heads: 


GEOGRAPHIC—tThe Antarctic continent, 
with an estimated area of 3,750,000 square 
miles, is believed to be as large as the 
United States and Mexico combined, and to 
contain more than 5 per cent of the total 
land area of the world. It is the largest 
patch of unknown territory in the world, 
the only other really unknown large areas 
being the interior of Greenland, the interior 
of Arabia and the jungies of Brazil. The 
Byrd expedition surveyed and photographed 
by airplane about 160,000 square miles of 
Antarctica—more than all the other Antarc- 
tic expeditions combined. The Byrd party 
also charted hundreds of miles of hitherto 
uncharted coast line., 

Since Byrd's discovery of Marie Byrd 
Land, the American Government could 
claim territorial rights in this area. Until 
attempts may be made to occupy the land, 
however, legal title probably will not be 
determined. 


METEOROLOGICAL — The Byrd party 
made daily measurements and observations 
of meteorological conditions — especially 
temperature and wind velocity—for more 
than 14 months. It is the first compre- 
hensive study of Antarctic weather ever 
made. Just as. loosely speaking, most Unit- 
ed States weather derives from the Arctic, 
it is believed that most weather in southern 
South America, South Africa and Austral- 
asia derives from the Antarctic. The Byrd 
studies accordingly will assist long-range 
weather forecasting for these territories. 


GEOLOGICAL— Knowledge of the his- 
tory of the earth will be furthered by the 
Byrd geologists’ study of the mountains, 


By Editorial Research Reports. 


| particularly in the attempt to decide wheth- 
er the present Antarctica was once tropical 
and if the Antarctic “mountain ranges— 
attaining a height of more than 15,000 feet 
—are continuations of the Andes or the 
New Zealand ranges, or are to be consid- 
ered independent ranges. 


MAGNETIC—The Byrd studies are ex- 
pected to increase knowledge of terrestrial 
magnetism, especially in compass deviation 
arid other data of importance in the navi- 
gation of ships. 


RADIO—The Byrd scientists made de- 
tailed observations on the “Heaviside layer,”’ 
against which short Wave radio waves, ,of 
particular use in commercial broadcasting, 
are believed to rebound, and the varying 
levels of which affect radio station “fading.” 
Radio messages between Australasia or 
Southern Africa and South America pass 
through the Antarctic atmosphere. 


COMMERCIAL—It is possible that some 
of the seals and whales observed and studied 
are new sfecies, a matter of importance to 
the whaling industry, now largely conduct- 
ed by the Norwegians. Any mineral de- 
posits in the Antarctic would almost cer- 
tainly cost more to extract and transport 
than their value would warrant. . 


AVIATION—Land at the South Pole is, 
roughly, as high above sea level (about 
$000 feet) as land at the North Pole is 
below it. Hence temperatures in the Ant- 
arctic are much more severe than in the 
Arctic. (The regions berdering upon the 
South Pole are absolutely lifeless. unlike 
those bordering upon the North Pole.) Es- 
pecial studies were made by the Byrd party 
of the problems of flying in such intense 


: 


cold temperatures.

After he came, I 
think, he was under obligation to 
answer every question that was 
within the purview of the commit- 
tee, and he did so, as far as lob- 
bying was concerned. He frankly 
said he had been a lobbyist for, I 
think, 28 years. He was rather 
inclined to boast about it. 

“He got $5000 from the Northern

the appetite, and that meet the 
requirements of variety and proper 
nutrition will be increasingly in 
demand. 

This week's menus have been 
planned for the warmer weather 
that normally occurs in most parts 
of our country this time of year. 
Should this, however, reach you in 
the midst of an unseasonably cool 
spell, it will be a simple matter to 
adapt the menus to suit it by sub- 
stituting hot drinks for chilled and 
adding a hot dish wherever a meal 
made up of cold foods has been 
planned. 

A roast loin of lamb is suggested 
for Sunday’s dinner and is served 
with small balls cut from potatoes. 
boiled and rolled in minced parsley: 
Fresh lima beans should be avail- 
able in most markets, however, 
peas, string beans or carned lima 
beans may be substituted for,them 
if it seem more desirable. 

The salad is served with a chif- 
fonade dressmg made by adding 
minced chives or young onions, 
minced parsley, chopped hard 
boiled eggs and pimento to French 
dressing. A small box of berries 
will make tarts for four to six 
servings and unless a mixture of 
fresh fruit is served on Sunday 
night it is more economical to buy 
them in this way. 

Sunday’s supper is one of those 
convenient meals.that can be 
planned almost entirely on Saturday 
and put together with a minimum 
expenditure of time when needed. 
It is also well suited to serving on 
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the porch or even as a picnic meal ' 
if you are given-to outings of that | 


sort. 
The salad can casily be packed | 
in the mold, well wrapped in paper | 


to keep it cool and arranged for | 


serving on cardboard plates. 


Fresh fruit is suggested as des-— 


sert and this may be any kind you 
prefer. Personally, if the meal is 
served .at home, a mixture best 
made of a combination of smal] 
pieces of honeydew melon or can- 
taloupe, fresh diced pineapple, an 
orange with a few raspberries, or 
sweet red cherries for color, is nice. 
As melon is used for breakfast on 
Sunday and berries for the dinner, 
it should be an easy matter to plan 
such a combination for tea. 

There should be enough lamb 
left over to serve on Monday in 
thin slices with a garnish of sweet 
pickles—say watermelon rind or: 
sweet mixed pickles—radish roses 
and thin slices of lemon. A hot 
soup, in this instance, a delicious | 
cream of mushroom, precedes the | 
meat and casts as an excellent ap- 
petizer. Cream coups also Supply 
additional nutriment and are ideal 
with cold meats or when a hearty 
salad makes the main part of the 
meal. 

If you can get fresh blackberries, 
by all means use them for thé cob- 
bler, but if not, there are excellent 
varieties of canned ones on the 
market that can be used. As these 
are already sweetened, it is not 
necessary to add additional! sugar. 

It will be noticed that the break- 
fasts have been kept substantial in 
type, though the foods chosen are 
lighter than the ones used in cold 
weather meals. | 

Appetizing breakfasts that offer 
sufficient nourishment to supply 
the energy needs for the first half 
of the day will do a great deal in 
giving one ability to meet the dis- 
comforts of hot weather more 
easily.

Thus a 
weary wife.need do no more about 
shopping than take the telephone 
from the hook and mention @ 
series of digits to the grocer. 

I would favor this system pro- 
vided the packages also contained 
the amount of staples necessary. 
Directions that speak of a dessert- 
spoonful are highly puzzling be- 
cause one does not know whether 
they mean something just a little 
larger than thé spoon that goes 
with the demi-tasse, or one of 
those sub-tablespoons that appear 
with the dessert in England. 
Providing the staples would alse 
be useful to people who, like my- 
self, are always puzzled by a refer- 
ence to @ “dab” of butter. Some- 
how I always picture a dab as be- 
ing half the size of the sole of a 
shoe, although reason telis me that 
it is probably a good deal smaller. 


I also trust that the packages 
will include that mysterious ingre- 
dient known as “stock.” Again and 
again I have ridden smoothly along 
on the breast of a recipe, only to 
be brought up short by the need 
for this unexplained material A 
new book which is optimistically 
called “French Cooking for All’ 
tells me that excellent partridges 
can be prepared if one mixes stock 
with butter and adds it to the birds,
